line 3 = Change "or" to "and", 
line 4 - Change "and" to "or", 


Paragraph 4 (b), line 2 - Insert "sea" before "traffic" and 
delete "of naval significance". 


Paragraph 3, line 4 - Substitute "and other appropriate 
collection agencies" for "who will 
be responsible for insuring appropriate 
interagency distribution."
